The lily whicli bloomed in tlio 
corner of the yard was tailor and 
soarocly more sleiidor than ho. IIIh 
hoH(l, cvon wimn ho wor<» IiIh lii^jh- 
heolod fthooH, did not roach up to 
the groat iron knocker that iiung 
on the door. Tlio caltMidar said 
tiie Cai)'n was five years ol<l, l)ul.

Cimipany, which still exists, was 
organized. It at first consisted of 
citizens who, out of "mutual 
friendshiji," agreed to carry to 
every fire "two leathern buckets 
and one great bag of oznabiirg or 
wider linen," Washington was 
made an honorary uiombor, and 
when ho went as a delegate to the 
Congress of 1774, at Philadelphia, 
he examineti the fire-engines in use 
there. On his return to Phila- 
del])hia to the ("Jontineiital Con- 
gress in 1774, he bought from one 
(Jibbsa small fourth-class engine for 
£80 10s., and Just befon> he sot out 
for Boston Heights to bectuiie com- 
mander-in cdiief, he dispatched this 
little fire engine to the Friendship 
(Company. 

When in Alexandria during his 
younger ilays he atltMidod fires and 
assisted to extinguish them. In 
the last year of his lif(< a lire occur- 
red near the market. He vvas rid- 
ing down King street, followofl by 
his servant, also on horseback, and 
ho sitw tliw I''riondship engiiM> poor- 
ly maiino(l. Hiding up to a gnuip 
of W(>11 dressed gentleman near by, 
lie called out : " Why are you idle 
there, gentlemen? It is your busi- 
ness to lead in these matters." 

And thiowing the biidlo of his 
horse to his servant. lu> leajiod off 
and soizo<i the brakes followeti by 
a crowd that gave the engine such 
a " shaking up. as it never knew 
af t erwanl . " — flo t-}ter\'i Magazine.

"The tiling of difficulty which most 
doth harrow the soul of the coii- 
s<tioiitiouspra(Mitioner," complained 
the doctor who studies psycholoirical 
aspect as well fleshy ill, " is induce 
his patients to give truthful reports 
of their symi)toms. Many per-sons 
have exaggerated ideas of their ail- 
ments, whii'li lead themtoinfiato 
the facts relative thertninto. Others 
will not aect'iit the sickness with 
|)ropei seriousness or considera- 
tion and will b«>littl(> their symp- 
toms in . discussing them with the 
phy.sician. In many cases this in- 
flation or contraction is done with 
a deliberate intent to mislead the 
physician, stantre as that ass<>rtion 
nia.A sound to you. Wliethei- the 
docoptioii is deliberate or iininlen- 
lional, it is harassing, ami vei\v 
frequently prevents the olTecting of 
a eur(> within a reasonable time. 

" Children are noforiiuis for giv- 
inu false symiitoms," lioooninind. 
"Tlo«' youngsleis who (lisliko 
sehi'Ol are particularly to lie walch- 
(>d in this respect. Fortunatoly 
the ills (d' infancy and c lildhood 
are more or less sinnile in form and 
easy ot aeeunte diagnosis; other 
wise there wouhl bo more solicitous 
par.'nlH woiTied inio early graves 
ilian there are al present. Hut 
with a lulls who pretcn<i to bo worso 
or better than llioy really are, it is 
l>y no means so easy For the [ihysi- 
cian to diagnose their eases. 
Quite leo-ntly I was called in to 
see a prominent business man who 
lives in Harlem. He pi>oli ixiohod 
the idea of bein, ill and would t<ll 
me little of his trouble. 

" 'If I am leally sick, it is your 
business to find out what is the 
matter with me, not mine to ti-ll 
you,' he said doggo<lly. 

" ' Hut, my dear sir,' I protest-(Hl, 
' if .vou <lo not assist the physician 
by telling him as much as you ,can 
of your symptoms, you ivnder his 
work moiv <lilficult and interfere 
seriously with your restoration to 
health.*" 

"'You'll have to guess at my 
case, anyhow,' retorted my stubborn 
patient. 'It's all gU(>.>*swork with 
you doctors, anyhow. 

" ' Oh, 1 feel "all right, except (hat 
I am a trifie run down from too 
much work, I think,' he said, finally, 
liiui that was all the inf<irmalion 1 
could obtain from him. Question- 
ing his family. I gathered that his 
kidneys were afT«H'te<l and stoo<l him 
up to be examined ; but although I 
thumped him a trifle severely in the 
regioi' of those organs and saw him 
wince with the brief pain C!iusedbv 
the thumps, ho protested that thoy 
did not hurt him. Even after I as- 
sured him that his ki<lneys were in 
bad repair he indignantly denied it. 
However, 1 treated him on that 
diiiirnosis and managed to put him 
on his feet again within a week. He 
was a rather sick man in that time, 
but when ho wasupar.d about again 
he<insisted that his iveovery wa,s 
duo, not to my medicine, but to his 
own robust constitution. 

" Men who sulTer from pulmonary 
diseases are among the most per- 
sistent would-be decoivei's we en- 
counter," thed(X!tor went on to say. 
" Why they attempt to convince us 
that they are in lietter condition 
than is really so passes the under- 
standing. It seems to be a v»hase 
of di,s(>ase with many of them. 
Why, I've had a jioor fell )w look me 
straight in the eyes — a trick, by the 
way, as (Mimmon to deceivi'rs as to 
holiest folk — and profess all tlie 
strength and physical atiributes of 
tho nomiiiall.v healthy, when 1 know 
from i>osilive souives that he wiis 
feeling th(> baleful ofTecIs of a hem- 
orrhag" of tho lungs. Consump- 
tives, .you know, never give up hope. 
Until the hour of their demi.se they 
believe themselves on the-liigh road 
to recovery. 

" On the other hand, a man with 
a severe cold often imagines him- 
self in a very bad way. Some ]>er- 
sons sufTering fnun severe but com- 



paratively harmless bronchial trou- 
ble will mai.ufaclui-e all the symp- 
toms of the dependent diseases 
known to the medical calendar and 
assure tho physician that they have 
lieon manifested in their ca.ses. 
Especially is this true since the 
grip became pievalent in New York 
and other large communities.

Since 
the death of her uiieb;, about five 
years ago, she has made her homo 
with hor younger sisliM', Mrs. Con- 
staiitia Smith, in Troy, I'a. 

Sh*; was of a bright, cheerful dispo 
silioii, lender in her sympathies and 
loyal ill her friendship. She had a 
i(;markably keen intellect, and, not- 
withstand iiig the fact that from her 
birth sIk; could n(;i(lier hear nor 
spoak, iiat un; seems lo have; (>n(lowed 
li(;r wilh a comprehensive intellcc- 
liiality that kejit her in sympathetic 
tou(;h with the world of thought all 
about her. 

Funeral services were held at the 
Ei)is(;opal church in Troy, previous 
to the departure of the family with 
the; remains for Aniia])olis, and the 
rector of the (hiiieh delivei'cd the 
following boji III ifnl liilmto to her 
memory.

Paradise, where it will live on re- 
joicing in the light of things hither- 
to not seen! until she; comes to the 
resurrection morn, wh(;n tlu; soul 
will i<;inhabit the body; not this 
body, whi(;h is corruptible, but the 
saini; body made by a niighly work- 
ing, incorruptible. Then, we be- 
lieve, she shall appear before the 
Judge of Humanity for the deeds 
(loin; in the flesh. Her r(;ward, if 
found in the faith and righteous, 
will bo felicity everlasting. We 
learn from His Holy Word that wo 
iiiiisl give an accounti of the deeds 
done in the fl(;sh. She who has 
fallen asleep in .lesus entered this 
life d(;prived of two faculties. You 
would say at her birth, how sad to 
go trhroiigh life never to hear the 
voi(;es of family and trieiids! never 
to be inspired by iho sound of 
music eniering on the oar into the 
soul, thrilling it to rapture and 
desire ofinnocency. Hut was she 
not lost to iliscordanf sounds? She 
is iiev(;r to hear anything excejit 
perfection of sound. You would 
say at her birth. How sad to lie 
deprived of the power of speech! 
But now what will I lie Christian 
say'/ Is it not a blessingy She has 
passed through her days of ptoba- 
lion and has gone io her rest free 
from the sins of the unbridl<>d mem-

condemnation because of it. What 
does St, .Tames say: "If any 
man among you seem to bo religious 
and bridlelh not his tongue, but 
deceiveth his own heart, this man's 
religion is vain" — St. James 1 ; 20.

Rev. Thomas H. Merry 
was the visitor last eveniiiK, and he gave a 
talk on the education of dcif-mulcs, in 
whicii work nearly 2.') years of his life lias 
lieen spent Mr. Ucrry was very accepl.ai)lv 
assisted by Mr. .lames H, Lloyd, a deaf- 
mute, who illustrateil the lectures by Inter- 
pn'ting signs on the blackboard and told a 
con pli" of stories in pantomime, which set 
tiie audience in roars of laughter. 

iVIr. Merry told a great deal al)out the 
means of imparting instruction to deaf- 
mutes and surprised his hearers more than 
once. Contrary to general bi'lief, tli(>re are 
few actually dumb, Ni'arlv all mutes have 
power to make vocal sounds. Their voices 
are distinguishable by those who know 
I hem. The speaker said ho used to kn<iw 
tlie voices of the boys at play, though all 
tlii'ir utteraiice was the inslinctive expres- 
sion of excitement in the broad sounds. 
Teachers are dropping thc^ word dumb, and 
even the more accurate French word mute, 
and speak of tlieni as deaf. I'hey cannot 
speak beca use they cannot repeat what they 
do not hear. 

Contrary, also, to |)opular belief, educa- 
tion of deat^-mutes does not bi'gin with the 
alphal>et. The letters represent no rouihIh 
to them. Their (sdncatlon commenoeB with, 
the names of thing.s, then descriptive words 
taught, by comparison, and the verbs illus- 
trating action. 

Tlit^ letters are taught on the lingers, and 
the deaf-mutes liave tlieir methoiJB of ex- 
pression— spelling on the (Ingers, the use of 
arb trary signs and p;intoinimi^, the latter 
biMUg the language of na-lnral operations. 
, Many Illustrations were given. For ex- 
ample, the pantomime of lifting the Imt is 
the symlsdof a man. This is carried into 
all tlie niahwelatlons, A boy is a man so 
iiidicat(^<l diininislied by indicating his 
lielglit. A woman is Indicated by drawinu 
a lipo down the side of the head befort^ the 
right ear — to represent a bonni't string. A 
girl is a woman of lesser height, indicated 
by a gesture of the hand. \ girl baby Is 
tfie same, luit indicatol as a baby by a ges- 
ture of holding a babe in the arms. A 
fatlier is a man indicated by touching the 
lii>ad after lifting the hat. The head is ruli- 
or government. The (iovernor is he head 
of the .State, the I tter indicated byati arbi- 
trary gestnr<> meaning new and the letter Y. 
The capital is tlie head likewise-, but a 
biilliliiig is iiidiiwited by making a peaked 
roof with the hands. ITnited Stales Is in- 
<licated by inti'rweaving the Angers and 
also by the letters I'. S. 

An out tine of the prini'Iplcs i>f li|i-ren(ling 
was given. .Many wotiderfiil things wi're 
told of teacliiug of ileaf-mules and of these 
alllicted alsowith iditwlness. The educa- 
ti(m of till- lieaf had proceeded so far that 
students at the college in W'asliitiglon took 
examinations as high as those at Yah'. 
Anything can be taught to the deaf-mute 
that, can lie taught, to any one. The rapid- 
ity of sign and symbol speech was illustral 
ed unconsciimsly when the speaker helped 
out his own ntteranres with signs and in 
answer to a ijiiery said that when he was 
in the school room he could answer more 
freely and rapidly in the sign language 
thanlnhisown lie t(dd of a blind deaf- 
mule in the New York Institution for the 
Deaf who mastered the positions on the 
tyjiewriter in 4r> minutes. 

Mr. l-loyd told in pantomime the story of 
the monkey who cut his throat imitating 
his master shaving, and of a darkey.

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Last week I made reference to 
the severe snow Htorm, sayiiiR it 
was equal to, if not Rreater than 
the blizzard of 1888, and cited it as 
the biRRcst seiMi in the history ol 
the Fast. This undoubtedly 
pi'onipteil some one to send me a 
marked copy of the Home Sentinel, 
and I quote from an e<iitoiial, evi- 
dently by thepetiof Fditor Seliney, 
on some cold winters, which cer- 
tiiinly will prove of Rreal inteiesl. 
AmoiiR other IhiiiRS it says; "The 
winter of 1717-1718, was a cold 
one. As late as February IT), 
people could cross on the ice from 
New York to .leisey City. Suiler 
shops were established on the ice 
for the sale of liquor, roasted dams 
and oysters. It is said that the 
proprietoi of one of llii>se I cuts stuck 
to his post until the healof hi.>s stove 
and the mild weather made his 
surroiindiiiRs so treacherous thai he 
barely escaped to the .shore. " 

This is a refreshiiiR bit of news, 
even thouRh that was so lonn aRo, 
but then even more recently, in 
1820-1821, says this paper, " Loni; 
Island Sound was frozt a acro.^s to a 
distance of eiRlil lailes, and both 
the Norlh and East liveis were 
crossed on the ice. Fifty-,soveii 
persons on a ferry boat wereeauRht 
in I he ice and had to remain all 
iiiRht. They <>sc!iped over tlie ice 
ill I he iiiortiiiiR, le.iviiiR the bout to 
thaw out in due course, Tiu' ice in 
ev<'ry direction was made a thoi- 
oiiRhfare forleamsaud pedestrians." 

In 1740 1741, there was a con- 
tinuous cold from November to 
March with six feet of snow on the 
level, but, accordiiiR tothe (SV>i///;(7, 
"lierhaps the most severe of all 
writers w;is that of 1 770-1780. The 
cold bcRun about the middle of No- 
vember, ami, with pierciuR winds, 
continued at intervals until the end 
of March. The scarcity of fuel was 
iinprecedenled. The ft nit trees oi' 
Rardens and orchards weiv cut 
(lown for the stove because wood 
was not to lie had at any (iriee. 
Many families would split up their 
(diairs t» cook their breakfast, and 
then Ro to bed the rest of the day to 
keej) warm. Heautiful shade trees 
which had stood for a century in 
Wall street were cut down to ke(>p 
Urilisli soldiers warm. <.)ne of the 
sliii)builders cut upa cable worth 
iJiilOO foi iiack loRS, and a spar of 
the Siim(> value for tirewoo<l. The 
waters about New York weiv trans 
formc'l into s(>Iid blocks of i<'e, ami 
the Sound at New Ibiveii was frozen 
across the whole thirty miles lo the 
Lour Island shore, with the excep- 
tion of about trt'o miles in the 
middle. ProviBions were so high 
that $M) would scarely feed a family 
for ft siiiRle day. " 

•lust now there isquile tic(»ntrast. 
TIm^ hiirri(Ntii(< has <1 tparted, leav- 
iuR in its wake what would well 
compare with balmy spriiiR weather, 
save for the enow an»l slush still on 
the Rroiind, and there ai'<» not a few 
but who ha\ (' stejiped on what look- 
ed like a solid surface, only to sink 
their feet to the ankles. 

From the Sunny South oomes 
the astoundiiiR information in a 
personal letter to the elTect that 
("liarles Kerney, who is miw in 
l-'lorida, is to takt* a party of from 
7.*> to 100 deal-miites on an exhibit- 
iiiR lour in Kuiope duriiiR the time 
of th(> Paris Fxposition, if the plans 
are carried out as he expects they 
tiinloubtedly will be. No further 
details are Riven, but Mr. Kerney 
saystlial il may sound like a dream 
far KiitrivalinR llit> .Vrabiali NIrIiIs, 
it is a fact nevertheless and thai he 
has already secured the backiiiR. 

It is really hard to believe Mr. 
Kerney means what he says, but 
as he is a Rcntleman of luRh Intel- 
liReiHM* and Rood character, there 
may be som<> I ruth in it, and that a 
new s(du'mt> has been halclietl with 
the wherewithal on hand to push it 
forward. The country will wait 
with liated breath the parliculais 
of so colossal an undertakinR as 
this on the jiarl of a deaf man It 
would i(>(iiiire no less than ^2.5,000', 
and involve Rreat responsildlities.

in the (irst place, we would have 
it understotid that Monsieur (irip 
was not to blame. 

The fateful thirteenth day 6f 
February with its accompaniment 
— a model blizzard — put us into a 
worse plight than we had ever ex- 
perienced liefore from a similar 
cause. 

t)n leaving work at live o'clock 
on that memorabU^ Monday after- 
noon, we found an unexpected 
state of alTairs on the street. Al- 
though we had noticed from the 
slio^) windows that blustery weather 
prevailed all day, it was not until 
we got on the street that we dis- 
covered the entire absence of 
trolley cars, very few vehicles, 
stores closed and the streets lifer- 
ally deserteil, except for the line of 
working people on either side who 
were charging' against huge snow- 
drifts and the wind from all direc- 
tions in a determined effort to reach 
their liomes on foot. 

All this was a surpiise to us. To 
cover more than forty blocks, or 
four miles, .seemed a gieat problem 
then. This was rendered more so 
from ihe fact that we would have 
had to travel in a northwesterly 
direction. Aft«>r being on the 
street barely five ndnutes we felt a 
natuial desire to invest in ear- 
mufllers, but Ihey were not to be 
got then. Thus it seemed to be 
out of the question for us to walk, 
and we concluded to seek shelter 
at a friend's store on Arch Street, 
near EUnenth, which jilace we 
reached after a patient effort only 
to find it closed. Ah! where next, 
we asked otirselves. Our lust hope 
lay in the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
whose cars run within four .squares 
of our home. So thither we drift- 
ed, and, with a sigh of relief, en- 
tered the spacious station. A 
ticket was liastly purchased and we 
made lor the first train that was to 
run our way. But heie again we 
met w ith disappointment. Once a 
train was announced and we Iwani- 
ed it, but it never left the station 
thdt night. Hour after hour passed 
and still no train on any of the 
various lines departed. After 
eleven o'clock our last ray of hope 
was knocked to pieces by the 
following notice [Hit up in a con- 
spicuous place:

We rt»ached home the following 
day at noon, none too glad ; but it 
seemed too late then to write for 
the .loURNAL, and besides we felt 
too exhausted for the work. 

Such was our exjwrience during 
that record-lireaking blizzard. 

We do not a.ssnme that ours was 
th(> haidest of any deaf-mute here- 
al»outs, but ii "..itninly was enough 
for us. 

•Tosepli \ an i. iMilandt was over- 
come by the storm, and had to l>e 
taken to his home. 

Otto Koenig braved the storm 
for a distance t)f over four miles, 
and rea(died home in such an ex- 
hausted coiulition that the did not 
go to work th(» next day. 

W.ishington Houston, despite* his 
age, left three miles of footprints 
on the snow on Monday evening. 

.lohn 1). Ziegler escaped the fury 
of Ihe storm to a considerable ex- 
tent by staying with a friend over 
night. 

These are but a few of the 
numerous cases which we might 
enumerate. \\re have i>ot had an 
opportunity of seitig many deaf 
since the eventful Monday, so wo 
have no more cases to specify now.

Tobacco, hemp and sugar, are the 
chief products, Malays <loing most 
of the labor for clothing, food and 
little money.

The <;limate is verj- warm, the 
temperature is usually 105 degrees 
in the shade.

We could hear the 
roar of the big guns, the spiteful 
crack of the small quick-firing 
guns, the shouts and cries of the 
wounded, and the cheers of the 
Americans when some well-directed 
shot wroughthavoc with the enemy's 
flw't. Gradually the firing ceased, 
the American ships drew off, the 
smoke lifted anri showed thr; Spanish 
shif»s on fire or sunk in the waters 
of the liay. Now and then an ex- 
plosion would take place, when the 
magazines of the S|)aniards caimht 
fire. The Spanish flag came down 
on a run, in token of submission. 
The cities of Cavite and .Manila 
surrendered. Dewey was promoted 
to the rank of Admiral, and the 
news of the fall of Santiago was 
received with enthusiasm by the 
Americans, t^ngiishmen and Japa- 
nese, only the (Germans slinking 
away like whipfied curs when Dewey 
gave them their cue.
